Pipe Organ Factory Located At Berea

Pipe organs made by moun- 
tain craftsmen at a small fac- 
tory operated toy a former 
music student are part of a pro- 
gram to improve the economy 
of Eastern Kentucky. 

Charles R. Ward started Ken- 
tucky's only pipe organ manu- 
facturing operation near Berea 
in 1961 with only $5,000 capi- 
tal. The business begun by 
Ward with one employee has 
prospered. By the end of 1963, 
C R. Ward, Incorporated, had 
grossed $102,315 from sales, 
servicing and repair of organs. 

The 27-year-old Ward was 
able to expand his plant in the 
foothills of Eastern Kentucky 
and hire five additional work- 
ers with the help of a $15,000 
loan approved earlier this year 
by the Arts and Crafts Loan 
Fund Board. The board com- 
posed of the state commission- 
ers of commerce, banking and 
finance has approved its first 
loans this year. It works with 
the Department of Commerce’s 
Division of Arts and Crafts and 
the Kentucky Guild of Artists 
and Craftsmen, which recom- 
mends applicants for loans. 

“The loan fund is designed 
to encourage and enable Ken- 
tucky craftsmen t o develop 
small but successful factory- 
type operations,’’ Commissioner 
of Commerce Katherine Peden 
said. “It is part of the program 
of the Kentucky Department of 
Commerce to aid local industr- 
ies, provide increased employ- 
ment and increase the use of 
raw materials and natural re- 
sources.” 

Loans approved so far by the 
board total $30,500- They in- 
clude loans to the Kentucky 
Mountain Crafts a t Jackson 
which produces chairs and fur- 
niture; Mountain Crafts a t 
Somerset which makes hand- 
crafted cannisters and wooden 
items; and the Adair County 
Arts and Crafts at Columbia. 

Ward said that because of 
the expansion of his operation 
made possible by the loan he 
will submit a bid on furnishing 
a small pipe organ to the Epis- 
copal National Cathedral in 
Washington, D. C. 

“The manufacture of a pipe 
organ calls for a high degree of 
craftsmanship and patience,” 
Ward noted. “A good pipe or- 
gan cannot be mass-produced. 
The job requires painstaking at- 
tention to detail and quality.” 

Construction of an organ at 
the hilltop plant starts with 
timber purchased in the East- 
ern Kentucky region- The only 
major parts used that are not 
produced or finished toy work- 
men at the plant are the metal 
organ pipes. Workmen are 
hired in the area and carefully 
trained toy Ward and his assis- 
tants. 

“We may be small in size but 
we probably have the only pipe 
organ factory in the nation* Chat 
is located in two counties,” 
Ward said. “The Rockcastle- 
Madison county line runs right 
through our plant. Sometimes 
we start working on an organ 
in one county and finish it in 
the other.” 

The factory has built pipe or- 
gans for chapels at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, Morehead 
State College and Georgetown 
College in Kentucky, and 
churches in Lexington, Louis- 
ville and Chelsea, Michigan. 
Ward also services and repairs 
organs in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Ohio and Indiana. 

Ward, a native of Providence 
in Webster County, was a music 
major and organ student in col- 
lege. He was graduated from 
the University of Michigan in 
1958 “1 first became interested 
in building pipe organs when 
I helped a fellow college stu- 
dent restore a 100 yearold or 1 
gan at Syracuse, New York,” 
Ward recalled. 

Afler graduation from col- 
lege Ward worked as a techni- ■ 
cian for a Kansas pipe organ i 
company and later took special 
woodworking courses at Berea ] 
college to add to his knowledge 
of organ construction. i 

His factory also serves as a 1 
production center under the ' 
overall concept of the arts and 
crafts program for developing 
marketable items that include ' 
pottery, furniture and wood 1 
crafts, weaving, metal crafts 1 
and jewelry. 

Miss Susan Black, director of 
the Division of Arts and Crafts, i 



explained that “the aim of our 
program is to develop small 
factories that will create em- 
ployment. The division is coope- 
rating with state and federal 
agencies in the training of per- 
sons in areas throughout Ken- 
tucky” 

Miss Black said tne program 
calls for the development of 
small factories from arts and 
crafts production centers which 
cover the state but are concen- 
trated in the 44 eastern moun- 
tain counties included in the 
Appalachian region of the na- 
tion. The Division of Arts and 
Crafts also cooperates with re- 
tail outlets and shops which sell 
items made by the production 
centers. 

The first crafts training 
course started by the Area Re- 
development Administration 
was established at the Mayo Vo- 
cational School at Paintsville in 
Eastern Kentucky. Miss Black 
expects that the arts and crafts 
program will receive aid in ex- 
panding markets and in train- 
ing craftsmen under President 
Lyndon Johnson's proposed de- 
velopment program for Appala- 
chia.

Insect Pests Troubling Farmers, 
Homeowners 

With midsummer practically 
here, a variety of insect pests 
are troubling farmers and 
homeowners. 

Here are some of the pests 
and control measures: 

CARPENTER BEES: These 

look like bumblebees, but are- 
n’t. Carpenter bees have black 
abdomens that are not particu- 
larly hairy. Bumblebees have 
yellcw abdomens which ABE 
hairy. Females of the carpenter 
bee bore tunnels into wood and 
lay eggs- Use DDT, chlordane 
or malathion, and treat the 
board where the bee is boring 

WOOLLY MAPLE APHID: 
These pesls leave white, cottony 
strands on maple leaves. Use 
Mulathion or Cygon. Follow 
label directions. 

ANTS: Seen mostly new on 

sidewalks, carports and porches. 
Use Sevin, malathion, or chlor- 
dane as a spray in ant areas. 
Follow label directions 

HEDGE APHIDS Can stunt 
and twist hedges. Use Mala- 
thion tone tatolespoonsful per 
gallon of water, wettable pow- 
der! or Cygon. Follow label di- 
rections. 

F1J£AS: June and July top 
months for these pests. Dust 



cat and dog pests every two 
weeks with one of several com- 
mercial flea powders. Treat 
sleeping quarters of pets, too, 
as prescribed on labels. 

ORIENTAL ROACHES: Also 
called the watering or black 
beetle- They like mild tempera- 
tures and moist living quarters. 
Spray sump pump areas, under 
bathtubs, floor drains. Use 
chlordane liquid. For base- 
ments, use Dieldrin, malathion 
or diazinon. Treat areas around 
buildings outside. A one per- 
cent strength Dipterex sugar 
bait also seems to work well. 

CARPENTER ANTS: This 

pest is a good biter and likes 
to bare into wood It leaves a 
clean tunnel which has a po- 
lished appearance. They like 
damp, unsound wood. They can 
be found two or three floors 
above ground. Use the 45 per- 
cent strength einulsifiable con- 



centrate of Chlordance, at one- 
half a cup per gallon of water. 
Spray areas where ants are 
found. 

ELM LEAF BEETLES: These 
skeletonize Chinese elm leaves. 
Use the einulsifiable concen- 
trate or wettable powder of 
DDT according to label direc- 
tions. 

ANNUAL WHITE GRUB: It 
has been noticed particularly in 
the central Kentucky area in 
recent weeks. This is destruc- 
tive lawn pest. The adults are 
light brown, hardshelled and 
fly about dose to lawn surfaces 
about dusk. Some damage may 
result from their larvae this 
summer. A soil insecticide may 
be used later this summer. 

BAG WORMS: These pests are 
on evergreens. Use a spray 
mad of one of these: Sevin. ma- 
lathion, toxaphene or lead ar- 
senate They live in spindle- 
shaped bags which are easily 
seen.

A Clean River-Bed 



Some Perry County magistrates are 
now considering an idea which the Fis- 
cal Court may soon officially act upon: 
using the crews of unemployed fathers 
to clear the banks of the Kentucky River 
in Perry County of all debris and vege- 
tation that might impede the flow of 
water in flood time. 

This sounds like a fine idea and we 
would encourage the Fiscal Court to 
give it close attention. 1 he Court, com- 
posed as it is of Perry County’s eight 
magistrates, each of whom has supervis- 
ory’ control over crews of workmen that 
total about 200 for the county, is the 
logical body to assume responsibility for 
such an undertaking- 

Pearl Strong, magistrate of the 
Fourth District, and one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of the idea, has 
already said he is ready to go to work 
with his crew of 40 unemployed fathers 
as soon as the Court organizes the pro- 
ject on a county-wide basis. Strong's 
conception of the plan is to divide the 
river into eight sections, with each mag- 
istrate and his crew to have responsi- 
bility for clearing his assigned area. 
Clearing would mean the cutting of all 
trees and brush on the river banks and 
removing anything that could be moved 
that might impede the rapid run-off of 
flood waters. 

This sounds like a logical approach. 
Without dams, there is little we can do 
locally to prevent the floods from des- 
cending upon the low-lying areas of the 
county. But if local initiative of the kind 
Strong and his fellow magistrates pro- 
pose would materially reduce the amount

of damage a flood could do once it came, 
then certainly the effort would be worth- 
while. And a reduction of the flood 
level by even a foot or less, plus more 
rapid run-off of the water would certain- 
ly be a blessing to owners of property 
in the flood zone. 

Once the Fiscal Court organized 
such a project for Hie county’s workers, 
perhaps other agencies who have work 
crews could participate. The City has 
its own crew, as well as the Forestry 
Division and the county school system 
and others. With the magistrates’ 200 
men, these other crews could be added 
to create a work force of perhaps 300 
men. Even working only with hand 
tools, it would seem that that many men 
could in a few weeks time clear away 
tons of useless matter that presently 
serve only to clutter the river bed. 

Aside from the obvious tangible 
benefits of a cleansed river bed, the fact 
that local initiative brought about a work- 
able flood-control measure should be a 
source of pride to all who benefitted 
from the results.

The Next Cornerstone 

In view of the keen public interest 
in the old court house’s cornerstone 
which was so thoughtfully provided by 
Perry County citizens of half a century 
ago, perhaps it is not too early to begin 
thinking about returning the favor and 
planning for a cornerstone in the new 
court house, which will be built within 
the coming year. 

The items found in the old corner- 
stone — an old newspaper, some docu- 
ments, a few coins — were not many but 
their value as historical artifacts cannot 
be denied. They were placed in the 
cornerstone only by a hasty, last-minute 
arrangement; yet, half a century later, 
those same items captured the imagina- 
tion and interest of an entire county. 

Think, then, of what significant 
value a well-planned cornerstone would 
be to future Perry Countians who will 
someday tear down as ancient and obso- 
lete the structure that we, today, have 
not even built yet. 

The type of object that would be 
suitable for inclusion in a cornerstone is 
limited ojily by the imagination. Photo- 
graphs, movies, tape recordings, news- 
paper clippings, books, coins, and legal 
documents are but a few items that a 
future generation would find interesting 
and variable. ’ \ ; 

It will be a while yet before the new 
cornerstone is sealed, but it is none too 
early to begin planning it now. A com- 
mittee has been appointed to safeguard 
the articles removed from the old cor- 
nerstone. Perhaps a similar body could 
be established to promote the idea of a 
well-planned cornerstone in the new 
court house. At the least, the public 
should begin thinking about the idea, 
and perhaps come up with some ideas 
that will contribute to value of such a 
project. 
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Letter From Highway Department

Dear Editor: 

Relative to our recent telephone conservation, the fol- 
lowing information is pertinent concerning road work in your 
area. 

The Kentucky Department of Highways earnestly is 
striving to develop a program for improving highways that 
will serve the best interests of the people of Kentucky. This 
program, we feel, pays clc-e attention to the particular needs 
and exceptional conditions! that exist in Eastern Kentucky. 

This program has already produced improvements on a 
major nute in which you are interested — the Campton- 
Whito-burg road. In the past two years the Highway Depart- 
ment has finisdied 8 7 miles of the modern route between Van 
Cleve (Breathitt County) and Jackson, and started 15 more in 
Wolfe. Breathitt and Perry Counties. 

The first part of this major highway to be finished, the 
8.7 miles between Van Cleve and Jackson, cost $3,447,668. 

The extension of this portion southward for 1.9 miles to 
Quicksand, where a new bridge is being built over Quicksand 
Creek, is being constructed now at an estimated cost of 
$1,069,884. 

Between Van Cleve and the Mountain Parkway at Camp- 
ton. 12 miles of this road is under construction now at a 
cost of $4,040,892. 

At the north edge of Hazard, 1.2 miles of this highway 
is being built now; it connects KY 15 at Walkertown with KY 
80 at Combs by crossing the Kentucky River twice and pass- 
ing a cut 260 feet deep between the two bridges.

On the section of the road between Whitesburg and 
Isom, our programming of further improvements to KY 15 
will b. 1 speeded up if the new federal program is approved for 
the Appalachian region, because KY 15 would be on that net- 
work system. The Kentucky Highway Department is almost 
r?ady to proceed with construction of KY 15 between Whites- 
burg and Isom as soon as the federal government makes clear 
how it intends to implement its road program for the Appa 
lachian region.

EDITORIA L . . . . 

New Sewer Extension 



On Tuesday the last manhole on 
the City’s newest extension of its sewer 
system was sealed and made ready for 
immediate use. The new line, which 
connects the upper Liberty Street and 
the Sun Valley neighborhoods to the 
City’s main sewer line and disposal plant 
at Allais. will provide sanitation facili- 
ties for over 30 homes now, and an un- 
limited number in the future as the two 
neighborhoods develop. 

The City can take just pride in tho 
simple fact of the extended facilities. 
Offering a means of disposal for sewage 
in the Sun Valley neighborhood, which 
until now has been dumped out on the 
ground, represents another significant 
step in the City’s drive to remove such 
health hazards from the community. 

But the way in which the sewer ex- 
tension was installed is also worthy of 
comment and praise. When the City 
first considered putting the extension in 
that neighborhood it advertised for bids 
bv private contractors. The lowest bid 
received was $32 000. Realizing that this 
amount was exhorbitant, the City decid- 
ed to do the job itself. 

Under the supervision of the city 
manager, a crew of unemployed fathers

that averaged about 15 men a day on 
the job and using hand tools to a large 
extent, the sewer line was installed for 
an approximate cost to the City of only 
$7500. Revenue from the new sewer 
line customers should repay this amount 
in a short time, leaving the City with 
increased sewage services for, eventual- 
ly, no real expense 

This accomplishment is a tribute to 
the initiative of the city government and 
especially to the men who did the actual 
work.

The Appalachian Bill 



WASHINGTON REPORTS say that the 
Appalachian program is in trouble, and 
that Congress has decided to junk the 
Development Corporation designed to finance 
projects proposed by individual communities 
under the recovery program. 

Part of the trouble may lie in the fact 
that Appalachia is a small and troubled part 
of a large and prosperous nation. The people 
and the Congresssmen repressnting the afflu- 
ent majority of the country have shown little 
evidence that they either understand the 
troubhsf of Appalachia or are willing to pay 
the price of their cure, jus/t as here in 
Kentucky the wealthy counties of the state 
seldom seem to understand the woes or 
sympathize with the people of the poorer 
counties. 

Indeed, one of the more depressing aspects 
of Congressional h aring on the Appalachian 
program has been the parade of Kentuckians, 
such as the officials from the sitate Chamber 
of Commerce, who seem less concerned with 
helping their fellow Kentuckians than in 
saving private power firms from competition. 

And Kentuckians were far from the worst 
in this respect. Governor William Scranton 
gave the program an airy endorsement as 
long as it didn.t develop any public power 
or contain the Development Corporation that 
would allow projects to be financed. The Gov- 
ernor of Virginia gave the program his ap- 
proval, but his delegation, while seconding 
his endorsement, appeared more Intent on 
what the program shouldn’t include than on 
what it should And all the while, Chambers 
of Commerce and congressional-conservatives 
were insisting that it is less important to 
help people than to save money and protect 
private utilities.

The only hope now would appear to be 
President Johnson hiniself. But the President’s 
concern for Appalachia has always seemed to 
be based more on emotion than on knowledge- 
able determination. 

Yet the program must not be dehydrated to 
a vague plan of highway building or an uncer- 
tain acceleration of Army Engineer dam-build-

It would eradicate 
many health hazards by way of cleanliness 
and purification and aid in making our rivers 
and streams/ beauty spots instead pf eye_ 
sores. 

Traveling about over the countryside we 
see some very fine crops, and many varieties 
of vegetables are now ready for harvest such 
as peas, cabbage, beans, potatoes, onions and 
many others. How much nicer it looks and 
feels to see some kindly person carrying food 
from the garden instead of from the commodi- 
ty-hand out line. But we have learned that 
not only vegetables are sometimes infested 
with parasites, but many of our human family 
as well. It sj&ems a pity that so many con- 
tinue to hold out-stretched hands for a free 
check or a free gift of some description.

Then 
he approached an elderly gentleman about his 
own age and inquired: 1st this the terribly 

impoverished and depressed area I have been 
reading about and seeing on television and 
listening to on the radio? 

The latter replied, “Now you look here, 
Mr. . . . We ain’t askin’ you for one thin dime, 
all we want you to do is keep right on payin’ 
your taxes! ... We want to keep on getting 
them taxpayer grants , . . and we also have a 
lot of political parasites to feed."

It is hard to tell whether the Appalachian re 
covery progr; m is being hurt more by skillful 
enemies or by inepi friends and as Richard 
Harwood showed in Sunday s Passing Show, the 
program has plenty of both The friends con 
'Jernn it because it does too little, the enemies 
because it does anything at all. And there it 
growing evidence that at least a healthy min- 
ority of both friends and enemies understand 
neither the program nor the region nor the ills 
which the program was designed to relieve. 

One trouble is that President Johnson has 
never made dear where the Appalachian pro- 
gram leaves oft and where the war on poverty 
program intends to begin. As a result, there 
has been a tendency c,n the part of the public 
— even the best informed segments of the pub- 
lic— to confuse the two programs, and to crit- 
cize the Appalachian Program when it does not 
include measures that logically belong to the 
poverty program. 

Broadly speaking, the war on poverty is| de 
signed to improve the lot of America’s impover- 
ished people, including those of Appalachia- 



Editorial Laments Dark Prospects Of Appalachian Bill 



The Appalachia piogram is designed to offer 
specific, long-range solutions to the specific 
and unique problems of a limited region — isola- 
tion. inadequate communications and transpor- 
tation, wide-scale erosion due to land misuse 
and abuse, and the resulting instability of land 
and water. The war on poverty aims to improve 
the lot of the 20 to 30 million Americans who 
do not now share in our prosperity. The Appa 
lachian Program aims to improve the natural 
and economic bases of a region so that its peo- 
ple can have a fair chance at the future. 

As Mr. Harwood says, the program has lost 
support because it contains no provision for the 
3,000.1)00 aged, crippled widows and dependent 
children of Appalachia But it was not designed 
to do this; the job belongs to the war on pov- 
erty. Others contend that the program should 
include a vast public works program to provide 
jobs for the jobless, as though its basic, 
improvement projects — highway and dam build- 
ing, reforestation, stream clearance and flood 
control construction — would not create hun- 
dreds of thousands of jobs- 

Some critics of the program, though sup- 
porters of the idea of regional rehabilitation, 



call for a vast eleciric-generating system to use 
coal where it is produced: others scoff at indus- 
trialization of the region as a plan to “have 
barefoot people walking down four-lane high- 
ways." 

The power generation plan is a good one, 
if customers for that much power can be found 
within feasible transmission distance of the 
coalfields. The plan is advanced specifically for 
Eastern Kentucky, but the fact isl that, without 
the construction of majorstream dams, Eastern 
Kentucky doesn’t have sufficient stable supplies 
of water for generating and industrial plants. 
Even if generating plants could be built, they 
offer few jobs; neither do the strip mines that 
would produce the coal for these plant*. Indeed, 
by encouraging faster coal production, the ills 
ot the region might well be worsened. 

Without the basic construction proposed by 
the Appalachian program, any hope of indus- 
trialization is probably unrealistic. Industrial- 
ist do not locate plants where they are needed 
but where conditions are most favorable, and 
they are not very favorable in most pacts of 
Appalachia Of the 32 Eastern Kentucky coun 
ties seeking industrial investment and employ- 



ment, not one can offer sufficient highways, 
railroads, domestic and industrial water, level, 
accessiible flood-free plant sites, low cost utili- 
ties and plenty of trained manpower. 

That is where the Appalachian program 
comes in Ideally, it should stabilize and replant 
the land, dredge the creeks and dam the river 
to stop the floods, build highways and airports 
to provide transportation and communication, 
and speed the construction of schools, hospitals 
and recreation outlets to provide the trained 
manpower and the stable communities industry 
seeks. 

It is not easy to see how the program is 
going to accomplish this, now that its enemies 
have knocked out the development corporation 
through which individual projects were to be 
financed. Under this corporation, state repre 
sentatives to the Appalachian Commission 
would propose projects for their individual 
states; if the projects were approved by the fed 
eral representative, the corporation would ad- 
vance the money for construction. But without 
this apparatus, each project will have to go to 
Congress, and it is hard to ibelieve that Con- 



gress will consider each of these separately, on 
its merits, and put into operation for each the 
complex appropriating mechanism. 

Enough of these projects would make it 
easy for a valley to justify construction of a 
major dam or a four-lane highway spur. But 
lack of such investment has always been a 
handicap to regions like Eastern Kentucky in 
their efforts to get money for roads, dams and 
other major improvements. It will continue to 
be unless some more convenient way is found 
to finance needed small projects. 

It should be noted that there is as yet no 
financing method for extraordinary construc- 
tion contained in this or any other rehabilita- 
tion program. There is certainly not enough 
money included in the direct appropriation 
proposed by President Johnson to make even 
a start on Appalachia's needs. Any program 
that covers the whole Appalachian region and 
carries with it only $45 6UO.OOO for flood con- 
trol, dams and water sanitation deserves to be 
called “a gimmick” This program, to do the 
job, is going to need money and in substantial 
amounts It Is also going to need more under 
standing and fewer part-time friends-
